GRANITE CITY — In October 1987, Todd 
Scrum was murdered by Gene Arnett, a man who 
had s} it most of his adult life in prison. 

Today, Sunday, shortly after sunrise, Todd’s 
mothér Annette will drop a red rose from the 
Eads Bridge into the Mississippi River in memory 
of her son. The Granite City woman also hopes to 
send a message to lawmakers that she doesn’t 
think people like Arnett should be released and 
given a chance to commit other crimes. 

Between 100 and 200 people —friends, relatives 
and victims themselves — are expected to partici-

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State’s 
attorneys 
get raise 


SPRINGFIELD — Lawsuits” 
will be filed to determine wheth- 
era pay raise for state's attor- 
neys signed into law this year by 
Gov. James Thompson is consti- 
tutional. 

State’s Attorneys John 
Baricevic of St. Clair County and 
Dallas Ingemunson of Kendall 
County said they probably will 
file lawsuits within a few days. 

The pay raise bill passed by 
the Legislature in January was 
retroactive to Jan. 1. But 
Baricevic said the state’s attor- 
neys disagree over whether a 
state constitutional bar against 
mid-term salary increases for 
elected officials applied to them 
Judges are exempt from the 
ban. 

State’s attorneys started new 
four-year terms in December. 

The bill also declared that 
prosecutors should be considered 
judicial officers and exempt 
from the ban on mid-term 

raises. Traditionally, the state’s 
attorneys also have been consid- 
ered county officials 

Baricevic said the lawsuits 
likely will ask that the pay 
increases be withheld until the 
issue is decided 

A predominantly Democratic 
county (St. Clair) and predomi- 
nantly Republican county (Ken- 
dall) were chosen to test the 
law, Baricevic said. Kendall 
County is about 40 miles south- 
west of downtown Chicago. 

Depending on the population of 
their county, state’s attorneys 
would receive salary increases 
ranging from $5,000 to $15,000 a 
year under the bill 

In Madison and Macoupin 
counties, prosecutors would get 
a pay raise from $65,500 to 
$80,000. 

In Jersey County, the raise 
would be fram $51,000 to $65,000. 
In Greene, the salary would 
increase from $46,500 to $61,500, 
and in Calhoun, the pay would 
jump from $40,500 to $45,500.

The Madison County Humane 
Society is joining animal shelters 
around the country in marketing 
April as Prevent-a-Litter (PAL) 
Month. The goal of the campaign 
is to make citizens aware of the 
problem of pet overpopulation. 

Nationally, 7.5 million cats 
and dogs are destroyed each 
year because they are not want- 
ed. In seven years, one cat and 
her young can produce 420,000 
cats. In six years, one dog and 
her pups can be ‘the source of 
67,000 puppies. 

In 1988, the Madison County 
Animal Shelter handled 3,200 
dogs and 1,627 cats. ‘Tragically, 
83 percent of the cats and 70 
percent of the dogs were 
destroyed because there were 
not enough good homes to go 
around,’’ a Humane Society 
spokesman said. 

“The only way to reduce the 
number of pets destroyed is: 
through responsible pet owner- 
ship, and that includes spaying 
and neutering pets to prevent 
unwanted litters. 

“If you adopt an animal from 
the Madison County Humane 
Society, the following veterinari- 
ans have agreed to spay or neu- 
ter the animal at a reduced 
rate: Dr. Larry Davis, Drs. Dan- 
iels and”Randall, Rosewood Pet 
Hospital, Hawthorne Animal 
Hospital and Bethalto Animal 
Clinic.””

Foreign films cut small niche, 
but market fails to catch fire 


Foreign films really test your 
priorities: Do you read the 
¥rench subtitles during a nude 
scene? What if the dialogue is 
important to the plot? And what 
if the film stars Charles de 
Gaulle? 

These certainly are the kinds 
of questions that spring to my 
mind when I think of foreign 
films. Call it an adverse reaction 
to all those phonies I saw in col- 
lege wearing berets and talking 
about Ingmar Bergman like he 
was some kind of god. 

Most of Bergman's films seem 
to me unbearably depressing. 
Liv Ullman and other people sit 
pround and discuss in sing-so1 
Swedish whether or not to 
themselves. (If it would end the 
movie sooner, I always voted 
yes.) 

Which leads to the topic of the 
week: foreign films on videocas- 
sette. ‘‘Babette’s Feast’’ (1987, 
Orion, $79.98), winner of the 
Academy Award for Best For- 
ei Language film in 1987, and 
#‘Au. Revoir. Les Enfants”. (1987, 
Orion, $79.98), winner of the 
Golden Lion at the Venice Film 
festival, both hit video-store 
shelves this week. 

Should you rent them or not? 
You probably are not going to 
recognize any of the stars. Both 
are Feetty short on car crashes, 
but the answer is a lukewarm 
«yes. (Hey, they’re not directed

“‘Babette’s Feast,” based on a

The overwhelming flavor of 
the movie is bittersweet as most 
everyone in the cast misses 
some opportunity for happiness. 

In ‘Au Revoir Les Enfants,” 
the bittersweet flavor boils over 
into absolute pain as director 
Louis Malle tells the story of two 
boys, one Catholic, one Jewish, 
who grow up to confront the hor- 
rors of the Nazi invasion of 
France. 

The episode is based on an 
incident from Malle’s life, and 
the emotion is quite powerful. 

But foreign-language films, for 
the most part, have failed to 
catch’ fire at the video store. 
Sure, there’s the exception like 
“Das Boot” (1982, RCA/Colum 
bia, $29.95), which stayed on the 
Billboard magazine rental charts 
for 29 weeks. 

Most fizzle, however. The 
Cinemateque collection from 
Media Home Entertainment of 
legendary foreign films like Jean 
Renoir’s ‘‘Rules of the Game” 
used to sell about 5,000 copies, 
which is peanuts, compared to 
American theatrical releases. 

Anyhow, Virginia, yes there 
are some reasons to watch for- 
eign films. You can check out 
the originals on which American 
films have been based, and find 
out what a bizarre process it is 
translating from one culture to 
another. Try ‘“‘The Hidden For- 
tress’? (1958, Media, $59.98), an 
Akira Kurosowa film which 
inspired George Lucas to make 
“Star Wars’’ (1977, CBS/Fox, 
$29.98); ‘Cousin, Cousine’’ (1975,

Annex, $29.95) for ‘‘Down and 
Out in Beverly Hills” (1986, 
Touchstone, $19.95); and ‘‘Seven 
Samurai” (1954, Nelson, $39.95)

(1960, MGM/UA, $19.95). 

Or, you can try a foreign-lan- 
guage film of an actor or actress 
who has blossomed into an inter- 
national star. For Sonia Braga, 
check out the Brazilian ‘‘Dona 
Flor and Her Two Husbands’’ 
(1978, Warner, $59.95), about a 
woman who marries a dull den- 
tist only to be visited by the 
host of her rakish and dead 
irst husband. For creepy Klaus 
Kinski, the vampire movie ‘‘Nos 
feratu’’ (1979, Crown, $19.95) 
spurts with chills and laughs 
and, according to higher-brow 
critics than I, retains the spirit 
of the original 1922 version. 

Some of the most accessible 
foreign-language films are the 
Clint Eastw spaghetti West- 
erns. Yes, those are foreign-lan- 
guage films. Just read the cred- 
its. You're listening to a dubbed 
version. ‘‘The Good, The Bad 
and The Ugly’’ (1968, CBS/Fox, 
not for sale) delivers plenty of 
patented Eastwood sneers. 

Probably the all-time most 
accessible foreign-language film 
is a Japanese private-eye story 
called ‘‘Kagi No Kag,” about an 
Oriental James Bond. For once, 
something was gained in the 
translation. In the English- 
dubbed version, everyone is try- 
ing to track down an egg-salad 
recipe, and the main characters 
are Phil Moskowitz, Terri Yaki 
and Suki Yaki. Maybe you’ve 
heard of “What’s Up, Tiger 
Lily?”’ (1966, Vestron, $69.95). 
Woody Allen wrote his own dub- 
bing in this long Jake that works. 
If only he had done that to Berg- 
man’s ‘‘Cries and Whispers.”’
